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THE BELGIAN LOAN TO OHINA. 4 
Shanghai, June 2. 

‘The loosest and most absurd etories pur- 
porting to give dotails of the Belgian n 
to China for the Lu-han Railway have been 
published in Shanghai within the past two 
6 aro requested by the 
representatives of the lucky Concessionaires 
"emphatic contradiction to thd 
malicious: statements made in two local 
English papors to tho offect thnt tho 
Belgians wero being merely used us 8 
stalcing horse by the-Russians and French 
in this business, and-that the real par- 
ties from whom China was borrowing the 
four million pounds aterling were the Gallio 
and Muscovite allies. Weare assured by 
the Belgian Syndicate representatives that 
such a statement is altogether the reverse 
of the trath, and is made only on the same 
principle that tho dog in the manger refus- 
ed to allow any dthor animal to cat the 
corn that he could not.swallow, We quito 
believe it, as this is perfectly consistent 
with the goneral character of those 
from when the etatoment emanated. The 
Belgian Syndicats is s purely commer- 
eial and political enterprise: It is fin- 
anced altogether, from Belgium, and 
there is not one cent of Russian, British, 
Gorman or American money in it, but one 
membor of the Syndicate hus a house which 
has a branch in Paris as well us in Bolgium. 
This house holds ono seventh of tho enpital 
of the Syndicate, but the capital of the 
house itself is mere than half Belgian. 
Neither Russia nor Franco has any _poli- 
tics] interest in the operations ef the 


-} Syndicate, but the King of the Belgians 


takea a lively interest in its welfare, 
as wo can. readily understand from 
the fact that the clifef factor in the 
syndicate is tle great houso of Cockerill 
& Co., Liege, its chief representative in 
China being M. Masy, who ie at present 
in Shanghai, ‘The negociations for the loan, 
which has just bean signed, were conduct- 
ed at Peking, Wuchang and Shanghai, the 
Belgian Minister in the Chineso capital, 
naturally enough, londing all the assistance 
in his power to pirocure the successful issue 
of the enterprise. Why there shou be 
any jealousy about the Belgians securing 
the loan and building the railway, we can- 
not understand, as both were offered freely 
to British, American and French contract- 
seekers, all of whom declined to accept the 
conditions which the Chinese offered, The 
Belgians have taken that risk and accepted 
thoso conditions, Whether it is wise or 
not is another question, but we wish 
them every good from their bargain. We 
are authorized and requested to state that 
all recently published accounts professing 
to givo details of the loan and the terms 
upon which the line would be bnilt, the 
cot, interest, repayment, conditions, etc., 
wore mere guess work and ludicrously 
erronedus. Instead of costlng Tls.—30,000 
a mile the estimate may vary according to 
locality from ten or twelve thousand taels 
to fifty thousand, a hundred thousand, 
and in some cases perhaps two hundred 
thousand taels 5 milo. Tho statemenis as 
to interest, re-payment, ete., are equally 
far from the truth, and our informant 
admitted that our statement that the loan 
was for thirty ycars, repayable at the rate 
of about £225,000 per annum after the 
first ten years, was the nearest approach to 
the actual facts. Tho loan has been 
authorized by Iniperial Edict, as we an- 
nounced in our issue of tho 14th May, 
and has been signod by Chang chk, 
Tung, and Sheng Trotai at Wuchang, 
and by the Tsung-li Yamen in Pek. 
ing, but it is not. regarded as finnlly 
closed yet, as thers aro certain options 
which have to bo transmitted home to Bel- 
gium by mail, and replies received, before 
ibcan be considered as un fait accompli. 
ILis regarded us pretty certain, however, 
by the Belgian agents in China that these 
conditions will bo accepted, and then as 
‘soon as they are, we will be in a posi- 
tion to give our readers trusthworthy re- 
porta of the nogociations, and tho nature of 
tha contract entered into for the construc- 
tion of this great railway.

THE QUEEN'S LITERARY TASTE.’ 


In the now Quarterly Review is o very in- 
teresting opening article on the Queen, by 
a writer evidently’ well acquainted with her 
Majesty's private and domestic life. One 

ortiedlar point of interest alluded to by 
bin is the Queen's literary taste. 

It should be borne in .mind, seya the 
Reviower, that her Majesty's love of read- 
ing has necessarily been snbordinated to 
the almost incessant labours of a busy life, 
and that, of recent years, books have buon 
often chosen for her to be read aloud as 8 
relaxation aftor tho fatigues of the day. 
In these circumstances, it is only to be ex- 
pected thnt a vast mass of modern literature 
should be unrepresented. in any list of the 
Queen's favourite books. Moreover, after 
a certain time of Jife, we make now frionds, 
whether among men or books, slowly and 
with difficulty. Our affection for a 
particular book is often a matter which we 
should find it hard to explain to ourselves. 
Tho place whore it-was fret rend, the per- 
gon with whom we shared it, the asaocia- 
tions that have gathered-round it, tho 
country it describes—nll theso are elements 
which at once determine and perpetuate 
our choice. It would not, we imagine, be 
difficult for any ono who is intimately 
acquainted with tho privato life-of her 
Majesty thus to interpret the choice of tho 
books that follow. Among our English 
writers tha Queen's favourite pocts ‘aro 
Shakespoaro, Walter Scott, Tennyson, and 
Adelaide Proctor. Tho hymns of Bonar} 
and Faber are those to which she is especial. 
ly attached. -Her favourite novelists are all 
women—Jano Austen, Charlotte Bronte, 
Mra Craik, George Eliot, and Edns Lyall. 
With Gorman literature tho Queen ix fami- 
liar. Hero hor favourite writers are Schiller, 
Goethe, and Heine. It is worth mention- 
ing, asa proof of tho thoroughness of her 
English education, that, though she learned 
to read Gennan bofors hor accession, she 
was nover allowed to speak it. In tho 
literature of France it is natural to find that 
the memoir-writers, in which that country 
inso peculiarly rich, have conspicuous 

nluce, and to tho charm of Sully and St. 
imon the Queen is keenly alive. Among 
Fronch poets and dramatista the Queen's 


favourites are Racine, Corneille, and Lamar: }. 


tine. To her love for the two great classics 
her Majesty ‘probably owes the remarkable 
purity, both in idiom and choice of words, 
with which she speaks the French language.
